MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Corby  for  the  year  1966. 

In  the  Section  on  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of 
births  occurring  in  the  District  to  the  number  of  deaths  registered  remains 
the  same  as  that  recorded  in  1965  i.e.  4.2. 

Similarly,  the  Section  on  Infectious  Disease  details  six  cases  of  Food 
Poisoning;  this  figure  being  again  the  same  as  that  for  1965. 

An  analysis  of  the  Principal  Causes  of  Death  is  represented  graph- 
ically on  page  18  and  the  figures  from  which  the  graph  is  constructed  are 
given  in  tabular  form.  In  this  industrial  town  the  statistics  show  that  Heart 
Disease  is  the  leading  cause  of  death.  Heart  Disease  and  “Strokes” 
together  are  responsible  for  nearly  forty  percent  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  is 
killer  Number  2 — over  twenty-two  percent.  The  way  of  death  is  often  a 
consequence  of  the  way  of  life  i.e.  it  frequently  represents  the  culmination 
of  the  habits  of  a life  time.  In  this  connection  the  incidence  of  death  from 
Heart  Disease  and  death  from  Respiratory  Diseases  e.g.  Bronchitis  is,  in 
my  opinion,  especially  significant. 

The  following  pages  constitute  a report  on  the  health  of  a rapidly 
growing  population  with  an  unusual  distribution  of  age-groups.  There  are 
many  references  to  previous  years  in  this  growing  up  period.  The  story  on 
the  whole  is,  I think,  one  of  steady  progress. 

In  addition  to  the  acknowledgements  which  I have  made  on  page  six,  I 
also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  G.  Waterworth,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
material  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  Report  and  Miss  Langley,  my 
Secretary,  for  her  help  in  its  preparation. 

As  in  previous  years,  I must  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  help  to  me 
throughout  the  year  1966.

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Social  Conditions,  including  Chief  Occupations 
of  the  Inhabitants 


The  social  conditions  of  the  District  are  good  as  is  to  be  expected 
of  a new  town.  There  are  adequate  open  spaces  with  facilities  for  sports 
and  recreation. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  the  manufacture  of  iron  and 
steel  and  associated  with  this  are  a number  of  allied  trades.  Building  and 
Civil  Engineering  are  also  important  and  in  addition,  there  are  factories 
engaged  in  the  production  of  footwear,  clothing,  foodstuffs,  articulated 
trailers  and  electrical  equipment. 

The  area  served  by  the  Corby  Employment  Exchange  has  recently  been 
extended  to  include  Oundle  and  the  surrounding  rural  area  and  consequently 
the  area  now  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Corby,  the  Urban  District  of 
Oundle  and  several  parishes  in  the  Kettering  and  Oundle  and  Thrapston 
Rural  Districts.  The  Corby  Youth  Employment  Bureau,  which  deals  with 
school  leavers  and  young  people  under  18  years  of  age,  covers  the  same 
area. 

The  total  working  population  in  June  1966  was  26,700.  The  state  of 
unemployment  was  as  follows:- 

Registered  unemployed  on  9.1.67— 

468  men,  97  women,  36  boys,  21  girls. 


Registered  unemployed  on  10.1.66— 

185  men  35  women,  24  boys,  6 girls. 


The  rate  of  unemployment  on  9.1.67  was  2.3%  (1.0%  January  1966) 
of  the  working  population.  The  National  percentage  was  2.6%. 

The  register  of  Disabled  Persons  kept  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  con- 
tains the  names  of  persons  who  are  substantially  handicapped  yet  capable 
of  working.  At  a count  taken  in  1966  there  were  434  men  and  93  women, 
9 boys  and  1 girl  on  the  Register.

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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 


1.  Population.— The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population 
i.e.  30th  June,  1966,  is  45,550.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1965  was 
44,610,  giving  an  increase  in  population  of  940  in  the  12  months. 

By  subtracting  the  Natural  Increase,  i.e.  a figure  which  represents  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  and  the  value  of  which  for  the  current  year 
is  786,  from  the  overall  increase  in  population  we  arrive  at  the  figure  of 
154  persons  and  this  number  gives  the  total  amount  of  immigration  into 
the  town  during  the  year.  The  Density  of  Population  is  12.58  persons 
per  acre  and  the  Housing  Factor  3.  ef-  persons  per  house. 

2.  Births.— There  were  1,036  live  births  in  1966,  which  is  a decrease  of 
107  in  the  number  registered  for  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a Crude 
Birth  Rate  of  22.74^  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
1965  was  25.62. 

It  will  be  apparent  that  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  in  any  place  is 
influenced  by  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  so  that  in 
order  that  more  exact  comparisons  can  be  made  between  one  area  and 
another  the  actual  Rate  is  multiplied  by  a number  called  the  Compara- 
bility Factor,  the  result  being  known  as  the  Adjusted,  or  Corrected  Rate. 
These  Comparability  Factors  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
are  based  on  the  age  and  sex  distribution  as  shown  by  the  Census.  For 
Corby  the  Birth  Rate  Comparability  Factor  is  0.83  and  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  age  and  sex  composition  there- 
fore gives  an  Adjusted  Rate  of  18.87.  The  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  18.87 
compares  with  21.27  for  1965  and  the  Provisional  Crude  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  17.7. 

3.  Deaths.— There  were  250  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1966.  The  figure  for 
last  year  was  270  and  the  corresponding  Crude  Death  Rates  are  5.49 
and  6.05.  In  the  same  way  as  described  in  the  case  of  2.  Births  above, 
the  Death  Rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a further  Comparability 
Factor.  Its  value  for  Corby  is  2.49  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  corrected 
by  means  of  this  calculation  is  found  to  be  13.67.  The  provisional  Crude 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  reckoned  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  11.7.  Reference  to  page  16  will  show  the  total  number  of 
deaths  classed  to  36  causes.  A short  summary  of  this  page  is  here 
appended.

The  chief  causes  of  death  shown  by  this  tabulation  are  Heart  Disease 
. and  Cancer  in  that  order. 

Violent  death  accounted  for  15  entries.  Of  these.  Accidental  Death  is 
responsible  for  13,  Suicide  for  1 and  Homicide  for  1. 
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4.  Infant  Mortal ity.— The  number  of  infants  dying  in  the  first  year  of  life  is 
29,  and  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  27.99  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  corresponding  figure  for  1965  was  28.87  and  the  provisional  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  19.0.  The  majority  of  these  infant 
deaths,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table,  occurred  in  the  first 
month.  This  method  of  expression  is  referred  to  as  the  Neonatal  Morta- 
lity, and  the  rate  for  1966  is  18.34  per  1,000  live  births.  The  current  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  12.9.  It  will  be  further  seen  that  the  principal 
causes  of  infantile  deaths  are  Prematurity  and  developmental  conditions, 
including  malformations.

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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which  the 
Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public 
health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  Services  and  District  Council  Services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a School 
Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities.— The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  and 
the  Department  of  Pathology  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available 
for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and 
control  of  infectious  diseases.  The  following  specimens  were  examined

Seven  samples  of  water  and  foods  for  chemical  analysis  were  submitted 
to  Mr.  E.  Fogden,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.I.F.S.T..  Public  Analyst  at  Nottingham. 

Ambulance  Services.— This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County 
Council  are  responsible,  and  the  area  is  covered  by  radio-controlled  ambul- 
ances stationed  at  Corby  and  Kettering. 

Domiciliary  Services.— The  District  Nursing,  Domiciliary  Midwife  and 
Health  Visitor  Services  are  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  valuable  Home  Help  Service,  also  controlled  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  continues  to  be  extensively  used.  The  Service  relieves 
people  of  domestic  worry  during  illness,  in  old  age  or  in  childbirth  con- 
finement. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination.— Immunisation  against  Diphtheria, Whoop- 
ing Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free 
services,  available  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child 
Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School 
Health  Service. 
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Nuffield  Diagnostic  Centre 


This  Centre,  opened  in  1954,  was  built  as  a joint  venture  by  the  Nuffield 
Provincial  Hospital  Trust  and  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board.  It  was 
originally  intended  as  a pioneer  experiment  and  its  aim  was  to  provide 
facilities  for  the  use  of  General  Practitioners  and  Consultants. 

In  addition,  a Local  Authority  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  each 
week. 

In  this  way  it  was  hoped  to  provide  a common  ground  for  the  integration 
of  the  three  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  Centre  is  situated  on  open  parkland  and  sheltered  by  woodlands  and 
adjoins  the  Maternity  Unit.  It  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  town 
and  the  surrounding  district.  The  grounds  have  been  laid  out,  planted  and 
maintained  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Corby.  Ample  space  has  been 
reserved  for  future  hospital  development. 

In  addition  to  the  diagnostic  facilities  which  are  provided  there  is  a well 
equipped  Physiotherapy  Department  and  also  an  Operating  Theatre  for 
minor  surgery. 

Consultant  Clinics  covering  a wide  range  of  medical  specialities  are 
regularly  held. 

The  Diagnostic  Centre  is  at  present  being  extended  by  the  addition  of 
six  Examination  Rooms  and  two  Consulting  Rooms.  This  accommodation  will 
provide  further  space  for  Ante-natal,  Gynaecological  and  Orthopaedic 
services. 


Corby  Maternity  Unit 

This  Unit,  opened  in  1961,  was  built  by  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital 
Board  with  funds  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  a General  Practitioner 
Maternity  Unit  to  meet  the  need  for  local  hospital  maternity  services  in  an 
area  with  a very  high  birth  rate  at  a distance  from  the  district  hospital 
centre.  Consultant  architectural  services  for  the  scheme  were  provided  by 
the  staff  of  the  Architectural  Division  of  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospital 
Trust. 

The  accommodation  includes  two  first  stage,  lobour  rooms,  two  delivery 
rooms  and  twenty  lying-in  beds.  The  Unit  deals  only  with  normal  deliveries. 
Cases  requiring  specialist  attention  are  either  admitted  or  transferred  to  the 
Maternity  Unit  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Kettering  or  to  the  Barratt  Maternity 
Hospital,  Northampton. 


The  Civic  Centre 

The  Civic  Centre,  covering  an  area  of  six  acres,  was  officially  opened 
on  October  20th,  1965,  by  The  Rt.  Hon.  R.  H.  S.  Crossman,  O.B.E.,  M.P., 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  newly  constructed  buildings 
on  this  site  comprise:  — 

(a)  Administrative  Block  including  Council  Chamber  and  Commi  ttee  Rooms. 

(b)  Civic  Halls.  This  building  houses  a large  multi-purpose  hall,  a Civic 
Theatre  with  seating  accommodation  for  over  500  people,  and  a small 
Functions  Room. 

(c)  Swimming  Pool.  This  is  a covered  heated  pool  of  Championship  size- 
110  feet  by  42  feet,  with  five  racing  lanes,  a Spectator’s  Gallery  with 
seating  accommodation  for  about  450  people,  a Cafe  and  Sunbathing 
Terrace. 

Ample  car  parking  space  encircles  the  buildings. 

Great  advantage  is  taken  of  the  amenities  provided  at  the  Swimming  Pool 
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and  it  is  a pleasure  to  place  on  record  that  this  project  has  been  entirely, 
successful. 

The  presentations  at  the  Civic  Theatre  attempt  to  cater  for  a wide  range 
of  interests. 

The  Ballroom  and  Civic  Halls  are  popular  for  various  functions. 

An  Entertainments  and  Baths  Manager  has  been  appointed  to  administer 
the  day  to  day  running  of  the  Civic  Halls  and  Swimming  Pool.

The  main  local  authority  health  services  in  the  town  operate  from  this 
Clinic.  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Nurses  and  the  Local  Home  Help

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. — This  act  empowers  Local 
Authorities  to  require  the  compulsory  admission  to  hospital  of  certain  cases 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal  action  was  taken  under 
this  Section  of  the  Act  during  1966. 

Section  50.— It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  action  under  this 
Section  in  respect  of  the  burial  of  one  adult  male.  . 

Voluntary  Organisations.— There  are  over  150  Voluntary  Organisations  in 
Corby  and  many  of  these  undertake  useful  work  in  helping  the  aged,  the 
needy  and  the  sick.  There  follows  a brief  description  of  some  of  the  activi- 
ties:— 

1.  Corby  Home  Safety  Committee.— This  Committee  was  established  in 
1961  and  consists  of  two  members  nominated  by  the  Urban  District 
Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Council's  Housing  Manager, 
the  Superintendent  of  Police,  Corby  Division,  the  Public  Relations 
Officer,  Corby  Development  Corporation,  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  and 
Chief  Ambulance  Officer,  Corby  and  representatives  from  Corby  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee,  the  Red  Cross,  East  Midlands  Gas  and 
Electricity  Boards,  the  Corby  Trades’  Council  and  the  Press. 

The  Committeehas  satunder  the  able  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  T.  Bingham 
for  four  years  and  the  following  report  is  compiled  from  notes  supplied 
by  the  very  active  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  Smedley. 

The  activities  of  the  Committee,  which  met  on  six  occasions  during 
the  year.  Were  as  follows:  — 

(a)  Lectures  and  Film  Shows.  These  illustrated  lectures  continued  to 
be  the  main  platform  of  the  Committee’s  efforts  to  inform  the  public 
of  the  absolute  need  for  safety  in  the  home.  Organisations  to  whom 
talks  were  given  included  Elder  Citizens’  Clubs,  Towns  Women’s 
Guilds,  Girls  Brigade  and  Student  Nurses  at  the  Kettering  General 
Hospital. 

Emphasis  at  the  lectures  has  been  mainly  on  (i)  the  dangers  of 
leaving  poisons,  dangerous  drugs  and  liquids  within  easy  reach  of 
children  (ii)  the  d2ingers  of  faulty  wiring  and  overloading  of  appli- 
ances, (iii)  the  terrifying  effect  when  flammable  nightwear  becomes 
alight,  (iv)  other  common  dangers  in  the  home. 

(b)  Issue  ol  Home  Safety  Booklets  and  Pamf^lets.  At  each  talk  and 
film  show  every  member  was  supplied  with  home  safety  literature. 

(c)  Royal  Society  for  Prevention  of  Accidents— Quarterly  Campaigns. 
These  Campaigns  were  supported  by  the  Committee  by  the  purchase 
of  leaflets,  bookmarkers,  posters  etc.  on  various  subjects. 

(d)  National  Home  Safety  Committee's  "Design  for  Safety"  Housing 
Competition.  A cheque  for  one  guinea  was  sent  by  the  Committee 
to  RoSPA’s  Headquarters  to  assist  in  promoting  this  excellent 
and  worthwhile  effort. 

(e)  National  Home  Safety  Conference  held  in  London.  The  Secretary 
attended  this  excellent  conference  as  the  Committee’s  delegate. 
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(f)  i4rea  Nine  Regional  Council.  The  Committee  had  the  honour  of 
staging  the  first  Regional  Home  Safety  Council  Meeting  in  Corby 
on  the  afternoon  of  14th,  December,  1966.  Delegates  from  the  rest 
of  the  County  and  the  Counties  of  Bedfordshire,  Cambridgeshire, 
Hertfordshire,  Huntingdonshire  and  Oxfordshire  were  given  a warm 
Civic  welcome  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Urban  District  Council, 
Councillor  T.  H.  Sykes,  J.P. 

After  the  ordinary  Council  business.  Miss  B.  Naish,  Head  of  the 
Home  Safety  Division,  addressed  the  delegates.  The  meeting 
culminated  in  the  showing  of  a film  on  Home  Safety.  Miss  Naish 
congratulated  the  local  Committee  on  the  excellent  airan^ments 
which  had  been  made  to  accommodate  the  delegates. 

(g)  Bookmarkers  and  Posters.  Large  posters  were  put  on  display  in 
the  Civic  Centre,  library,  clinics,  chemists  etc.  and  bookmarkers 
were  issued  to  the  Town  Library. 

2.  Corby  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee.— This  Committee  has  had 
another  successful  year.  In  March  three  hundred  old  people  attended  a 
concert  and  social  evening  which  was  held  for  them  at  the  Civic  Centre. 

Ninety  pensioners  and  three  Committee  members  travelled  by  special 
coaches  for  their  annual  holiday  at  Southsea  in  September. 

The  annual  house-to-house  collection,  held  in  May,  raised  £200.  A 
prize  draw  held  in  June  and  the  Annual  Band  Concert  held  in  the 
Market  Place  in  July  helped  to  swell  the  funds.  Again  in  December, 
the  Senior  Citizens'  Bazaar  was  held  at  the  Civic  Centre  when  seven 
of  the  eight  afternoon  clubs  took  part. 

Four  hundred  Christmas  parcels  were  made  up  and  delivered. 

The  Chiropody  Service  sessions  continue  to  be  held  regularly  at  the 
Lutheran  Hall. 

Arrangements  were  made  in  November  for  the  sale  of  welfare  foods  to 
pensioners  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Stuart  Road.  Two  members  from  the 
Pensioners'  Parliament  attend  the  Clinic  on  Friday  mornings  to  sell  the 
foods. 

As  well  as  meeting  regularly  every  month,  the  Committee  Members 
visited  Rugby  Senior  Citizens'  Day  Club  and  also  dealt  with  many  of 
the  old  people's  problems. 

3.  Corby  Nursing  Care  Committee.— This  Committee  also  carries  on  very 
generous  work  by  visiting  the  chronic  sick  at  home  and  in  hospital, 
and  by  providing  them  with  presents  and  essentials.  At  Christmas  the 
Committee  visits  and  gives  gifts  to  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  house 
bound. 

4.  Corby  Social  Services  co'ordinatfng  Committee.— This  Committee  has 
been  meeting  regularly  for  nine  years  and  continues  to  do  most  useful 
work.  Its  members  consist  of  the  Urban  District  Cbuncil's  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Housing  Manager,  Housing  Welfare  Officer,  and 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Social  Relations  Officer,  Messrs. 
Stewarts  & Lloyds,  the  Housing  Superintendent  and  Public  Relations 
Officer,  Corby  Development  Corporation,  three  Probation  Officers,  the 
Managers  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  Ministry  of  Social  Security, 
Corby,  Peterborough  Diocesan  Family  and  Social  Welfare  Council  and 
the  Chief  Inspector.  N.S.P.C.C. 

The  Committee's  objects  are:  — 

(i)  To  deal  with  “problem  families''  of  which  in  a New 
Town  with  a population  drawn  from  all  parts  of  the 
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British  Isles  and  most  European  countries,  there 
must  of  necessity  be  a larger  number  than  in  a normal 
town  of  comparable  size. 

(ii)  By  interchange  of  information  to  prevent  overlapping 
of  work  done  by  various  social  workers. 

(Hi)  To  endeavour  to  keep  in  their  own  homes  and  avoid 
the  necessity  for  eviction  or  application  for  Part  in 
accommodation  in  the  case  of  those  families  who  are 
for  various  reasons  in  danger  of  receiving  Notice  to 
Quit. 

(iv)  To  assist  and  advise  needy  families  wherever 
necessary  and  to  supply  items  of  furniture  wherever 
required. 

The  Committee  has  continued  to  take  an  interest  in  and  to  assist 
wherever  possible  with  the  case  work  of  individual  members  which  has 
been  brought  to  their  attention.  In  this  way  a number  of  individuals, 
unemployed  for  a variety  of  reasons,  were  placed  in  suitable  employ- 
ment. Other  cases  received  advice  and  assistance  in  kind  such  as 
furniture  and  clothing. 

Periodically,  members  give  reports  to  the  Committee  on  the  work  of 
their  respective  departments  e.g.  the  unemployment  position  in  Corby 
and  District,  the  work  of  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security,  Probation 
Service  and  N.S.P.C.C.,  the  waiting  period  for  various  types  of  Develop- 
ment Corporation  dwellings  etc. 

5.  IVomens  Royal  Voluntary  Services  (W.R.V.S.)  The  W.R.V.S.  carry  on 
very  useful  public  work  in  Corby  such  as  the  distribution  of  Welfare 
Foods  at  the  clinics,  the  provision  of  clothing  and  furniture  to  families 
in  need  and  the  distribution  of  Christmas  parcels  to  these  families. 
The  ‘Meals  on  Wheels  Service’  is  administered  by  the  W.R.V.S.  The 
meals  are  served  twice  a week  and  during  1966,  4563  meals  were 
delivered. 

6.  Diocesan  Family  Social  Welfare  Committee. 

7.  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

8.  Corby  Red  Cross  Society. 

9.  Corby  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee.  During  the  past  year  patients 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  or  other  chest  complaints,  have  been  under 
the  care  of  this  Committee.  Visits  were  made  by  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  patients  at  home  or  in  Rushden  Hospital  and  grants  were 
paid  to  all  who  qualified.  The  sum  of  £471  17s.  4d.  was  paid  to 
dependants.  £96  to  patients  in  Rushden  Hospital  and  two  special 
grants  of  £5  and  £8  7s.  lOd. 

10.  National  Spastics  Society,  Corby  and  District  Branch.  This  Branch  of 
the  National  Spastics  Society  does  valuable  work  in  helping  the  local 
spastics  to  overcome  their  many  difficulties. 

11.  Northamptonshire  Town  and  Country  Association  for  the  Blind. 

12.  Corby  Round  Tab/e.— Mention  must  here  be  made  of  the  remarkable 
“Kidney  Machine”  project  initiated  in  July  by  the  Corby  Round  Table. 

Following  the  launching  of  an  appeal  for  funds  to  enable  an  Artificial 
Kidney  to  be  presented  to  the  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital, 
the  astonishing  sum  of  £15,000  was  quickly  subscribed. 

The  Round  Tables  of  Kettering,  Rushden  and  Wellingborough  joined 
the  Corby  project. 
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A Lucas  Dialysing  Machine  was  purchased  by  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee  in  December  and  installed  in  the  Intensive  Care  Unit.  In 
addition,  sufficient  funds  remain  to  enable  a separate  Renual  Unit  to  be 
provided  at  the  hospital,  tenders  for  the  provision  of  which  had  also 
been  received  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report. 


Play  Leadership  in  Corby 

The  scheme  functioned  successfully  again  during  1966  and  two  further 
play  centres  were  added  making  a total  of  eight  centres. 

An  Assistant  Play  Leader  was  employed  at  each  centre  to  organise  games 
and  recreational  activities. 

Attendance  figures  were  good.  May  to  September  being  the  period  of 
greatest  activity,  bearing  in  mind  that  additional  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions  operate  during  the  school  holidays. 

Play  leadership  activities  are  of  necessity  curtailed  during  the  Winter 
months  but  continuity  was  provided,  as  in  the  past,  by  arranging  indoor 
sessions  at  Lodge  Park  Community  Centre  and  at  West  Glebe,  for  Junior 
Play  Leaders. 

The  Sunday  Streets  Soccer  League  was  again  fully  successful  with 
approximately  250  boys  up  to  16  years  of  age  actively  engaged  in  the 
scheme  each  Sunday  afternoon.  The  usual  prizes  consisting  of  cups  and 
medals  were  awarded,  this  year  by  Don  Martin  of  Northampton  Town  Football 
Club. 

A Cricket  League  was  organised  during  the  year  for  the  first  time,  for 
boys  up  to  15  years  of  age,  and  was  very  successful.  About  77  boys  took 
part  in  the  scheme  during  the  Summer  holidays. 


Priors  Hall  Golf  Course 

The  work  commenced  in  1961  on  the  new  Municipal  Golf  Course  at 
Stamford  Road,  Weldon,  and  was  completed  in  June  1966  at  a cost  of  about 
£80,000.  It  is  an  Eighteen  Hole  Course  extending  over  135  acres  and  is 
situated  four  miles  from  the  town  centre. 

The  amenities  provided  consist  of  lockers  and  changing  rooms,  dining 
room,  bar  lounge  and  Professional’s  shop. 
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SECTION  C 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply.— A piped  water  supply  is  provided  to  every  house  in  the 
town  by  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board.  Investigations  were  under- 
taken by  the  Water  Board  in  respect  of  five  complaints  received  by  the 
Department.  Nine  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical analysis  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service. 

Fluoride  Content  of  the  Water  Supply.— The  water  supply  contains  0.23 
parts  of  naturally  occurring  Fluorine  per  million  parts  of  water. 

Swimming  Baths. —Thirty  water  samples  were  taken  from  the  open  air 
pools  at  Uppingham  Corby  Boys’  Club,  Corby  Grammar  School,  Samuel  Lloyd 
Secondary  Modern  School  and  the  indoor  pool  at  the  Civic  Centre,  for 
bacteriological  examination,  twenty-five  of  which  were  satisfactory,  five 
were  unsatisfactory  and  one  showed  signs  of  slight  faecal  pollution. 

Sewage  Disposal.— Although  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Works  were 
completed  three  years  ago  the  plant  is  now  operating  to  full  design  capacity, 
serving  a population  of  46,000  plus  industries  in  the  Town.  Early  steps  are 
necessary  for  further  extensions  based  upon  an  outline  scheme  prepared  by 
Engineering  Consultants  and  approved  by  the  Council  in  1964,  in  order  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  population. 

The  deodorant  compound  and  lime  treatment  of  the  sludge  mentioned  in 
in  last  year’s  report  was  continued  in  1966,  to  combat  unpleasant  odours 
from  the  Sludge  Disposal  area. 

Sludge  Disposal  Scheme.— Work  was  continued  during  1966  on  the  new 
Sludge  Disposal  plant  adjoining  the  existing  sewage  works  and  this  should 
be  ready  for  operation  by  June  of  next  year. 

Trade  Waste.— No  new  ‘Consents’  were  made  during  the  year.  Samples  of 
effluent  analysed  were  mainly  satisfactory  in  relation  to  the  terms  of  consent. 

Sewerage.— All  sewers  in  the  Council’s  area  have  functioned  satisfac- 
torily during  the  year  with  one  minor  exception  when,  due  to  a prolonged 
period  of  wet  weather,  aggravated  by  water  entering  open  drainage  on 
building  sites,  sewage  overflowed  from  a foulwater  manhole  in  the  northerly 
part  of  the  Town.  A detailed  study  of  the  capacity  of  the  sewers  concerned 
is  being  carried  out  with  a view  to  preparing  a relief  scheme  should  it  be 
found  necessary. 

Shire  Lodge  Cemetery.— The  cremated  remains  of  four  persons  were 
buried  during  1966  at  the  Shire  Lodge  Cemetery  following  the  decision  to 
allocate  an  area  of  the  Cemetery  for  this  purpose. 

Public  Cleansing  Depot.— Consent  was  received  during  1966,  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  invite  tenders  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a Public  Cleansing  Depot  off  Cottingham  Road,  which  will  consist 
of  a paper  baling  plant,  garage  accommodation,  amenity  block  and  admin- 
istrative offices*  Detailed  design  work  for  this  scheme  is  being  carried  but 
by  the  Council’s  Engineering  staff.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  new  Cleansing 
Depot  is  £11,000  and  the  scheme  is  designed  to  cope  with  the  needs  of  a 
town  with  a population  up  to  80,000. 

Public  Mortuary.— The  facilities  provided  at  the  Cemetery  Chapel  at 
Rockingham  Road  are  of  high  standard  and  include  a six-tray  refrigerated 
storage  cabinet,  elevating  trolley,  autopsy  table  and  hoses,  sinks  with  hot 
and  cold  water,  changing  room,  sanitary  accommodation,  viewing  room  with 
separate  public  entrance  and  equipment  based  on  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
recommendations.

Section  I 10.— At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  23  persons  registered  as 
outworkers,  whose  premises  had  been  inspected. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act,  1961 
are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 


Industrial  Air  Pollution.— Emissions  from  scheduled  works  are  control- 
led by  H.M.  Inspectorate  in  addition  to  those  chemical  processes  registerable 
under  the  Alkali  Works  etc.,  Regulations  Act. 
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Domestic  Smoke  Control.— One  Smoke  Control  Area  of  440  acres  and  including 
3,067  dwellings  was  in  operation  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  In 
accordance  with  the  Council’s  policy,  survey  work  was  carried  out  in  respect 
of  a proposed  No.2  Smoke  Control  Area  which  will  include  some  3,270 
houses  in  an  area  of  696  acres. 

2,784  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  Smoke 
Control  Areas  and  the  operation  of  recording  instruments,  which  indicates 
the  energy  with  which  the  aims  of  the  Department  relating  to  clean  air  are 
being  pursued. 

The  measurement  of  levels  of  air  pollution  continued  during  the  year 
from  deuly  and  monthly  instruments  maintained  by  the  Council.  There  are 
two  deposit  gauges  sited  within  the  District  and  two  outside  in  Weldon.  Two 
daily  Smoke  Filter  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  recording  apparatus  were  operated 
throughout  the  year,  one  at  the  Public  Mortuary  and  a second  in  Pen  Green 
Lane. 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  annual  results  obtained  within 
the  District  in  respect  of  deposited  matter.  These  results  together  with  the 
monthly  readings  at  the  industrial  stations,  are  shown  graphically  in  the 
appendices  attached  to  the  cover.

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SECTION  E 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 


The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
273  and  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  investigation  your  Health  In- 
spectors made  700  visits.  Experience  has  shown  that  regular  and  frequent 
inspection  of  food  premises  with  immediate  discussion  of  problems  and 
practices  brings  about  improved  standards  in  food  premises.  Precise  assess- 
ment of  the  results  of  vigilant  inspection  cannot  be  made,  nevertheless  a 
relationship  exists  with  the  control  of  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning 
and  Sonne  Dysentery  among  food  handlers. 

Milk  Supply.— There  are  no  dairy  farms  within  the  District.  The  North- 
amptonshire County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  have  dele- 
gated their  duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963 
to  this  Council.  Licences  under  these  Regulations  are  valid  for  a period  of 
five  years  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  licences  issued  under 
these  Regulations  is  detailed  below:-

Open  Market.— A market  is  held  on  two  days  per  week  and  189  inspections 
were  made  to  exercise  supervision  over  food  stalls.  Infringements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  rectified  informally  after  verbal  or  written 
notification  had  been  given,  and  four  notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

Free  washing  facilities  are  provided  for  all  food  stallholders  at  the  Public 
Conveniences  situated  in  the  Market  Square.  The  provision  of  a covered 
market  at  some  future  date  would  enable  the  standard  of  food  hygiene  to  be 
improved  giving  a greater  degree  of  protection  to  food,  and  facilitate  the 
provision  of  wash-hand  basins,  together  with  hot  and  cold  water,  in  con- 
veniently accessible  positions  to  persons  engaged  in  handling  food.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus.— Routine  immunisation  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  Triple  Antigen  was  continued  during  the 
year.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County 
Health  Department’s  clinics. 

Diphtheria  has  been  absent  from  the  District  since  1945. 

Whooping  Cough Twelve  cases  were  notified,  two  of  these  required 

hospital  treatment. 

Gastro— Intestinal  Diseases.— Eleven  cases  of  Dysentery,  involving 
seven  homes,  were  notified  compared  with  56  cases  in  1965  and  two  of 
these  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  Six  cases 
of  Food  Poisoning  were  also  notified  and  again  three  of  these  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment. 
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Erysipelas. -One  case  was  notified  in  1966. 

Pneumonia.— One  case  was  notified  compared  with  three  cases  in  the 
previous  year. 

Pol ioymel iti s.— There  have  been  no  cases  in  the  Urban  District  for  the 
past  five  years.  Immunisation  with  Sabin  Vaccine  is  carried  out  routinely  at 
the  County  Health  Department’s  Clinics  and  also  by  the  family  doctors. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.— Twelve  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  This 
figure  compares  with  forty  cases  in  1965. 

Meningitis.— Two  cases  were  notified  during  1966  and  were  treated  in 
hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever — Thirteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  this  year  and 
all  were  mild  in  character. 

Smallpox.— During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  a number  of  cases  of 
Smallpox  occurred  in  the  West  Midlands  and  in  South  Wales.  Following 
this,  the  regulations  governing  the  entry  of  visitors  to  many  foreign  coun- 
tries were  revised.  Possession  of  a valid  International  Certificate  of  Small  - 
pox  Vaccination  became  a necessary  requirement  for  people  going  abroad  on 
holiday.  Subsequently,  nearly  2,000  International  Certificates  were  authen- 
ticated by  me.  This  represents  a four-fold  increase  in  the  usual  number. 

I was  called  in  consultation  on  several  suspect  cases  during  this  period 
by  General  Practitioners  in  the  town.  It  was  possible  to  eliminate  the 
diagnosis  of  Smallpox  in  each  case. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination.— The  International  Forms  for 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera,  (for  completion  by  the  person’s 
own  Doctor),  can  be  obtained  by  the  traveller  from  the  address  below,  his 
travel  agency  or  alternatively  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Alexander  Fleming 
House,  Elephant  and  Castle,  London  S.E.  1.  The  Doctor  requires  the  form  in 
order  to  enter  on  it  the  details  of  vaccination  and  the  form  should  then  be 
sent  or  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  75  London  Road,  Kettering, 
for  authentication  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Leprosy.— The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  came  into  force 
on  March  1st. 

Under  these  regulations  cases  of  Leprosy  are  now  notifiable  to  the 
District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  not  as  heretofore  to  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Members  of  the  medical  profession  in  practice  in  the  Urban  District  were 
apprised  of  the  change  in  procedure.  No  notifications  of  Leprosy  were 
received. 

Weekly  Rate  of  New  Claims  for  Sickness  Benefit.— The  Manager  of  the 
local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  supplies  a weekly  return  of 
the  number  of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit  made  by  insured  persons  in 
the  Corby  area.  These  figures  cover  Corby  and  the  adjacent  parts  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Kettering  and  Oundle  and  Thrapston.  The  average  number 
of  new  claims  during  the  year  was  198.

I have  the  privilege  to  present  to  you  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  supported  by  the  Technical 
and  Clerical  Staff  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health  and  also  to  report  on  the 
the  activities  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

The  many  duties  and  responsibilities  laid  upon  the  Council  by  Statute  and 
Regulations  have  been  carried  out  within  the  limits  of  the  available  resources. 
These  activities  are  reported  fully  in  the  following  pages  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  total  number  of  shops  and  offices  inspected  in  accordance 
with  the  new  legislation  increased  from  112  in  1965  to  823  in  1966,  with  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  contraventions  detected  from  122  to  259.  This 
duty  has  been  well  covered  and  has  resulted  in  improvements  in  these 
non*industrial  occupations. 

The  commencement  of  a work  study  survey  of  the  refuse  and  salvage 
collection  service  in  April,  although  not  implemented  during  the  year  could 
result  in  radical  changes.  There  is  a tempting  risk  to  regard  “work  study” 
as  a panacea  of  all  problems  but  whilst  it  cannot  take  the  place  of  manag* 
ement  without  accepting  the  responsibility  it  could  have  an  important  part 
to  play,  used  as  an  adjunct  in  attaining  better  management.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  Local  Government  has  a responsibility  to  the  community  often 
reinforced  by  a legal  obligation,  to  provide  services  that  could  never  meet 
the  test  of  profitability  and  still  retain  their  social  purpose.  The  diverse 
character  of  these  activities  make  it  difficult  to  devise  any  absolute  criteria 
of  efficiency  with  a useful  common  application. 

The  awareness  of  the  public  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a reduction 
in  visible  atmospheric  pollution  is  becoming  more  apparent  by  the  number  of 
appliances  converted  and  the  use  of  smokeless  fuel  before  a Smoke  Control 
area  is  declared.  The  Council  agreed  in  principle  to  the  designating  of 
smoke  control  areas  when  planning  permission  is  granted  to  develop  new 
estates. 

In  an  endeavour  to  overcome  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  unwanted 
refuse  throughout  the  town,  a free  collection  service  for  bulky  articles  such 
as  furniture  was  operated  throughout  the  year  and  an  average  of  fifty  collec- 
tions per  month  were  made,  I regret  to  report  that  the  deposit  of  such  litter 
still  continues  and  other  methods  must  be  devised  to  overcome  this  problem. 

The  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  is  now  such  that  one  2Yi  cu.  ft. 
dustbin  or  sack  is  inadequate  to  store  a week’s  refuse  from  one  household. 
Either  the  frequency  of  collection  must  be  increased  to  twice  a week  or  the 
storage  facilities  doubled.  A temporary  respite  maybe  achieved  by  increasing 
the  storage  capacity  to  3%  cu.  ft,  by  the  use  of  polyethylene  dustbins  but  the 
problem  will  overtake  us  within  the  present  decade. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  encouragement  and  support  given  by  the 
Health  Committee  and  Council  to  the  work  of  this  Department  throughout  the 
year.  To  all  colleagues  in  other  Departments  who  have  rendered  assistance 
I would  express  thanks  and  to  my  own  staff  who  have  worked  with  loyalty 
and  enthusiasm.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  these  helpful  influences  without 
which  a satisfactory  report  could  not  have  been  produced.

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1.  Inspection  of  District.— 

(a)  Investigation  of  Complaints.  Environmental  conditions  prejudicial  to 
health  are  detected  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  day  to 
day  duties  and  immediate  action  is  taken  as  a result.  In  addition  to 
this  constant  control,  the  Department  receives  complaints  either 
written  or  verbal  and  during  the  year  349  were  received. 

The  volume  and  diversity  of  duties  undertaken  during  1966  are 
illustrated  in  the  classified  statement  of  visits  and  inspections  by 
your  staff,  reproduced  below.  Increased  activity  in  relation  to 
domestic  smoke  control  will  be  noticed  where  the  annual  total  of 
visits  exceeded  2,700  due  primarily  to  the  survey  undertaken  in 
respect  of  the  proposed  No.2  Smoke  Control  Area.

(b)  Improvements  and  Environmental  Conditions. — In  accordance  with  the 
conditions  found  during  the  various  inspections  reported  in  the 
above  table,  41  informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
public  health  nuisances,  housing  defects  and  unsanitary  conditions. 
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The  i^eneral  condition  of  the  majority  of  dwelllnv  houees 
occupied  at  the  end  of  19‘>6  le  satisfactory.  Approximately  95jf 
of  the  dwell Ini^s  are  of  modem  construction  and  are  provided  with 
modem  eusenltles.  The  older  properties  are  reasonably  suitable 
for  habitation  and  are  ripe  for  the  application  of  a co-ordinated 
scheme  of  Improvement  to  provide  modem  amenities  comparable 
with  the  standard  of  the  majority  of  dwelling  houses  In  the  town, 
■■his  may  well  be  achieved  when  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
consultlna;  Architect  to  the  Development  Corporation  regarding; 
the  development  of  the  old  village  are  Implemented. 

Drainage  - ''he  Insoectlon  and  testln*  of  existing  drainage  systems 
Involved  219  Inspections  during  the  course  of  the  year.  In  all 
cases  the  repair  and  reconstruction  of  defective  drains  was  carried 
out  without  delay. 

J,  Pest  Control  - The  work  of  eradicating  domestic  pests,  notably  cock- 
roaches, ants,  earwigs,  silver  fish,  files,  bugs  and  wasps,  was 
undertaken  by  the  deoartraent  and  107  premises  were  disinfested. 

The  duty  of  ensuring  that  the  District  Is  kept  free  from  rats  and 
mice  Is  laid  on  the  Local  Authority  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  19^9.  Visits  were  made  to  Industrial,  commercial  and 
domestic  premises  within  the  District  and  regular  treatment  was 
Instituted  wherever  evidence  of  Infestation  was  found.  A charge  Is 
made  for  this  service  In  respect  of  business  premises  on  a time  and 
material  basis;  no  charge  Is  made  for  work  carried  out  In  domestic 
properties.

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4.  Food  Control  - 

(a)  Unsound  Food  - The  Initial  examination  and  testing  of  various 
foods,  other  than  butchers*  meat,  before  distribution  to  the  public 
Is  undertaken  by  the  manufacturers  themselves  and  Local  Authorities 
exercise  little  or  no  control  until  the  foods  reach  the  wholesale  and 
retail  channels.  This  calls  for  regular  Inspection  of  all  types  of 
food  In  shops,  bakehouses,  canteens  and  factories.  Decisions  on  the 
fitness  of  various  foods  for  human  consumption  have  to  be  made  week 
by  week,  and  vrhere  foodstuffs  are  Judged  unfit  for  food  traders 
surrender  them  for  destruction.  The  following  types  of  food  were

The  inspection  of  food  vehicles  operating  during  normal  trading  hours  was 
carried  out  and  every  vehicle  was  equipped  with  washing  facilities  and 
equipment.  Difficulties  in  inspecting  a minority  of  vehicles  from  other  areas 
which  enter  the  town  for  a few  hours  at  night  has  arisen.  There  is  a definite 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  genuine  traders  to  provide  and  maintain  satisfactory 
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premises.  It  must  now  be  accepted  that  the  mobile  food  rehlcle  or 
shop  Is  a permanent  feature  of  our  present  way  of  life,  and  the  need 
for  appropriate  legislation  to  be  Introduced  Is  still  orerdue. 

There  are  73  premises  which  are  required  to  be  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  rood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955-  The  business  carried  on 
In  these  premises  varies  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  cream  to 
the  preparation  of  preserved  foods  and  meat  products,  all  of  which  are 
®*rrl*d  out  In  a satisfactory  manner.  The  premises  registered  or 
recorded  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  as  follows

5.  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951*  - The  premises  and  conduct  of  the  businesses 
In  respect  of  which  two  licences  were  Issued  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  were  satisfactory. 

6.  Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit.  - In  the  interest  of  public  safety  the 
department  undertakes  the  supervision  of  Installations  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures.  TTie  supervision 
of  Installations  and  testing  of  underground  tanks  necessitated  131 
Inspections  In  addition  to  the  scrutiny  of  plans  for  new  Instal- 
lations.

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  Is  organised  on  the 
dally  task  system  based  on  a five  day  week  and  this  ensures  that  a 
strict  weekly  collection  Is  maintained.  The  regulsirlty  of  this 
service  Is  disturbed  only  by  Bank  Holidays,  when  collections  are 
carried  out  one  day  In  advance  and  one  day  In  arrears  the  following 
week.  The  production  of  house  refuse  never  ceases  and  the  maintenance 
of  an  adequate  labour  force,  depleted  by  absence  due  to  sickness  and 
other  causes  Is  beocnlng  Increasingly  more  difficult.  The  reduction 
In  the  working  week  Is  another  factor  contributing  to  this  problem. 

every  working  day  12  loads  representing  35  tons  of  house  refuse 
Is  collected  on  the  normal  rounds.  In  addition  623  loads  of  extra 
bulky  house  refuse  were  collected  during  the  year  on  request  to  avoid 
discarded  articles  being  dumped  on  open  land. 

In  1965  I reported  that  the  volume  of  refuse  per  house  was 
Increasing  and  that  the  2i  cu.  ft.  dustbin  was  Inadequate  to  hold  a 
weeks  refuse  from  one  household,  the  circumstances  In  I966  confirm  this 
and  substantiate  ay  submission  last  year  that  the  method  of  storage  of 
domestic  refuse,  l.e.  metal  dustbins,  plastic  dustbins  or  paper  sacks 
should  be  Investigated.  The  question  of  which  to  use  In  the  town 
developed  or  to  be  developed  on  the  pedestrian  precinct  principle  has 
answered  Itself  - the  disposable  sack  used  In  conjunction  with  a sack 
trolley. 

Considerable  use  was  made  experimentally  with  polythene  sacks 
througheut  the  year  and  these  were  successful.  No  major  problems  wore 
experienced  In  disposal,  the  bags  being  broken  open  In  the  compression 
vehicles  which  are  all  fitted  with  bag  breakers. 

The  operation  of  the  bulk  container  hire  eei*vlce  continued 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  producing  an  Income  of  £479-  each 
week  280  bulk  containers,  making  an  annual  total  of  14,560  containers, 
were  emptied  from  schools,  flats,  factories  and  business  premises  by 
bulk  loading  vehicles.  Shop  and  trade  refuse  Is  removed  once  or  twice 
per  week  and  In  some  Instances  dally:  there  are  62  agreements  In 
existence,  the  Income  from  which  amounted  to  £3056. 

No  apologies  are  made  for  repeating  my  remarks  of  previous  years 
regarding  the  failure  to  provide  adequate  accommodation  for  the  tempo- 
rary storage  of  refuse  and  salvage  with  suitable  vehicle  approach  In 
shops,  offices  and  schools.  This  basic  requirement  still  falls  to 
attract  the  care  and  attention  It  warrants. 

In  April,  1966  the  Council  Instituted  a work  Study  of  the  Refuse 
Collection  and  Salvage  Services,  to  be  carried  out  by  the  London 
Boroughs'  Management  Services  Unit.  The  Investigations  were  still 
being  carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  became  patently  apparent  during  the  year  that  the  day  to  day 
demands  on  my  time  to  administer  the  Cleansing  Section,  which  Is  becom- 
ing more  sophisticated  as  the  standards  required  by  the  public  Increase) 
prevented  me  from  devoting  adequate  consideration  to  the  development  of 
future  policies  In  this  field.  In  ray  opinion  It  will  be  necessary  to 
appoint  a technical  officer  to  undertake  the  dally  administration  of 
this  section  under  my  supervision. 
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(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 


All  refuse  Is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  utilising  an 
International  Urott  fitted  with  a 4 In  1 shovel,  and  a Chaseslde  Mech- 
anical Shovel.  The  construction  of  a high  level  access  road  proved 
Its  value  during  the  winter  when  tipping  operations  continued  without 
Interruption.  The  quantity  of  house  refuse  disposed  of  In  I966  was 
17,000  tons,  (estimated),  together  with  5,000  tons,  (estimated),  of 
trade  refuse. 

The  present  tipping  site  In  the  West  Glebe  will  probably  last  for 
some  three  years,  less  If  the  population  Increases  rapidly  with  the 
extension  of  the  Hew  Town  boundaries.  Informal  discussions  have  taken 
place  regarding  future  tipping  sites,  but  no  definite  agreement  has  been 
negotiated.  Future  arrangements  as  reported  In  I965  may  be  affected  by 
the  recommendations  of  a working  party  set  up  by  the  Ministry  to 
Investigate  the  present  methods  of  disposal  used  by  Local  Authorities. 

It  Is  anticipated  that  at  least  two  factors  which  will  be  affected  are, 
the  conservation  of  tipping  by  reduction  In  the  volume  of  refuse  prior 
to  tipping  and  the  reglonallsatlon  of  refuse  disposal. 

(0)  Transport. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  since  I962  to  Introduce 
compression  collection  vehicles  thus  ensuring  higher  pay  loads  and 
faster  loading  rates  compatible  with  obtaining  as  far  as  possible,  relief 
from  "loader  fatigue".  It  Is  now  considered  that  a collection  vehicle 
should  be  replaced  In  7/8  years  during  which  time  It  will  have  received 
one  overhaul  and  one  repaint.  This  procedure  should  ensure  fairly 
trouble  free  service  and  enable  new  and  worthwhile  developments  In 
vehicle  design  to  be  tried  and  adopted. 

(d)  Salvage. 

The  sorting  and  balling  of  salvage  continued  In  an  old  farm  build- 
ing using  a fixed  box  balling  press.  The  method  Is  slow  and  wasteful 
of  manpower,  necessitating  the  transport  of  bales  on  a sack  truck  across 
an  open  yard  to  the  storage  areas.  No  material  Increase  In  the  output 
of  this  plant  can  be  anticipated  until  the  system  Is  mechanised  and  a 
continuous  process  Introduced. 

The  collection  of  paper  salvage  from  houses  was  below  the  estimated 
potential,  the  present  bonus  scheme  has  not  had  the  desired  effect  and 
salvage  Is  finding  Its  way  Into  the  refuse.  The  growth  of  the  town, 
together  with  an  Increase  In  the  houses  without  any  open  fires  for  burn- 
ing material  at  home  means  Increased  quantities  of  salvage  should  be 
available. 

It  Is  Intended,  on  the  completion  of  a work  Study  on  the  Salvage 
Section,  to  Introduce  a new  Incentive  bonus  scheme.

(f)  Street  and  Pavement  Cleansing. 

ihere  are  twelve  shopping  centres  In  the  town  In  addition  to  the 
Town  Centre  which  are  cleansed  dally  Including  Sunday  throughout  the 
year.  A mobile  sweeping  team  Is  used  for  this  purpose  and  the  domestic 
areas  of  the  town  are  divided  Into  beats  and  cleansed  by  two-man  teams 
one  of  '•'hom  operates  a pedestrian  controlled  suction  litter  lifter. 
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1.0  doubt  In  common  with  other  new  or  rapidly  expanding  towns  un- 
adopted streets  create  a problem,  from  the  cleansing  point  of  view, 
whilst  the  Local  .authority  provide  a refuse  collection  service  from  the 
moment  a house  Is  occupied  a rate  borne  cleansing  service  Is  not  provided 
until  the  highways  are  adopted.  Further  difficulties  will  arise,  when 
eventually  principal  footpaths  In  pedestrian  precincts  are  adopted.  The 
anomalous  situation  could  then  arise  whereby  the  paved  areas  adjoining 
both  sides  of  the  public  footpaths  are  not  vested  in  the  Local  Authority 
and  the  Council  would  not  be  directly  responsible  for  cleansing  these 
areas.  Since  litter  respects  no  such  barriers  this  problem  requires 
tidying  up. 

In  June,  I966  a Kechanlcal  Orderly  which  Is  a small  mechanical  road- 
sweeper  was  brought  Into  service,  principally  for  use  In  the  older  areas 
of  the  town  to  deal  with  the  many  cul-de-sacs  and  groves  with  restricted 
turning  circles  and  reduced  curb  radii.  The  hammer  head  type  of  cul-de- 
sac  cannot  be  cleansed  satisfactorily  by  a mechanical  sweeper,  thus 
ensuring  that  there  will  always  be  a niche  In  the  Cleansing  Service  for 
a manual  sweeper. 

In  previous  reports  I have  advocated,  and  still  recommend,  the 
decentralisation  of  the  pavement  sweeping  service  by  the  establishment 
of  sub-depots  In  each  area  which  will  enable  the  manual  sweepers  to 
operate  locally  and  reduce  transport  costs. 

A total  of  79  litter  bins  are  provided  throughout  the  District  and 
used  to  a limited  extent.  The  current  annual  cost  of  cleansing  the 
District  Roads  Is  £13,323  and  will  continue  to  Increase  until  the  public' 
undergo  a complete  change  In  thinking  on  this  subject. 

Seasonal  operations  of  weed  spraying  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  means  of  a portable  mechanical  spray  mounted  on  a vehicle  to- 
gether with  a pedestrlsin  operated  pavement  sprayer.  .a  mechanical 
sweeper  and  a refuse  collection  vehicle  are  loaned  to  the  Surveyor's 
Department  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing  the  Market  Square  on  the  two 
market  days  each  week. 

The  Department  swept  and  emptied  the  gullies  of  the  County  and 
District  roads  throughout  the  year,  In  respect  of  which  the  following 
statistics  ere  submitted :-

(g)  Public  Conveniences. 

There  are  eight  male  emd  eight  female  public  conveniences  In  the 
District,  which  are  maintained  by  the  Department.  Wilful  damage  and 
defacement  of  buildings  and  fitting^  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  conveniences  are  cleansed  twice  dally  and  once  on  Sundays. 

Pull  time  attendance  Is  provided  at  the  Town  Centre  conveniences  on 
Market  days,  l.e.  Friday  and  Saturday.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
further  toilets  to  be  provided  In  the  IJorth  Lawn  neighbourhood  area. 
Previous  reports  have  drawn  attention  to  an  Increasing  need  for  provision 
of  conveniences  on  trunk  roads  for  the  use  of  vehicles'  drivers  euid  pass- 
engers of  through  transport.  Proposals  to  construct  the  new  Tunwell 
Loop  and  other  major  trunk  roads  require  the  consideration  of  providing 
this  type  of  amenity  to  replace  the  conveniences  opposite  Stockwood  Drive. 
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(h)  Staff 


Throughout  the  year  the  technical  staff  of  the  Department  was  at 
full  establishment.  The  Technical  Assistant  employed  on  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Shops  Act  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Hallway  Premises  Act 
In  respect  of  premises  other  than  food  enabled  the  Council  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  under  these  Acts  fully,  notwithstanding  general 
comments  to  the  contrary  from  the  ministry  of  Labour. 

It  was  possible  to  fill  the  vacant  post  of  Pupil  Public  Health 
Inspector  In  August  and  arrangements  were  made  for  this  officer  to 
attend  a three  year  ssuidwlch  course  at  Tottenham  Technical  College. 

A shorthand-typist  resigned  during  the  year  and  the  vacancy  was 
filled  with  a suitable  officer.  The  post  of  Assistant  Cleansing 
P’oreman  which  became  vacant  on  the  appointment  of  the  previous  holder 
to  Cleansing  Foreman  was  filled  Internally  from  one  of  the  employees 
who  had  attended  a Ministry  of  Labour  Course. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 


(a)  Registration  and  General  Inspection:  — 


Premises  in  which  assistants  work  less  than  a total  of  twenty-one  hours 
per  week  and  premises  occupied  as  a family  business  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  Offices  occupied  by  a Local  Authority,  government 
offices  and  offices  within  the  curtilage  of  factories  are  the  responsibility  of 
H.M.  Factory  Inspector.  In  consequence,  the  Council’s  register  does  not  show 
the  total  number  of  premises  within  the  Borough. 

During  the  year3 14initial  inspections  of  premises  were  undertaken  and 
509revisits.  The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  31st.  December, 1966 
was  4 3 0.
